feared. 


"There's no question, gentlemen 


but that it will Jje a serious situ- 
ation. The city nas no money to 
take care of these men and the 
county cannot. They will have to 
turn to the troops for food, I 
guess.

Great Over-Production 


Tremendous 
over-production in 
the East Texas field has plunged 
the na.tional oil market to almost 
unprecedented depths. It was al- 
most an epical scene over the 60- 
mile long field in the dark hours 
before morning as men from al- 
most every corner of the world 
stolidly listened for the tramp of 
marching 
solidery. 


Rain was falling over red clay,

organization, consoli- 
dating around 80 mills and aim- 
ing to become the biggest cotton 
mill unit in the world, controll- 
ing 10,000,000 spindles, has 
been 


by far the biggest user of Rus- 
sian 
cotton 
imported into 
Eng- 


land. Its use of Indian cotton has 
been reported running as high as 
4000 bales weekly this sjummer. 


This corporation is leading the 
way toward recapture 
of what- 


ever part of the market Japan 
now holds that can be gained 
back. It hopes to add a billion 
square yards of cloth a year to 
Lancashire's present export trade.

Between Pctropavlovsk and Tokyo 
lies what fliers and scientists alike 
has described as one of the most 
dangerous spans on the flight of 
Colnnel and Mrs. Lindbergh to the 
Orient.

Recalls Boyhood Ambition. 


Lewis T. Carpenter 
Thursday 


recalled some 
incidents 
political 
and 
amusing, 
which 
occurred 


about forty years ago -when the 
young: Murray was a neighbor of 
his and of his brother, John 
W. 


Carpenter. 
The Carpenter home- 


then was about five miles west of 
Corsicana, and youne Murray was ( 
frequently a house guest. 
"Even then, when he was just 
boy," Mr. Carpenter recalled, ''he 
was full of ambitious projects and 
fvlwaya talked about doing g7'eat 
things."

tent that the United States Cham-

. STIR UP THE SCALP 


The .trouble with most scalps 
is that they are lazy. They need 
stimulation and they need invig- 
orating. Some of this can be sup- 
plied by using hair tonic, but a 
great deal is provided by mas- 
sage and by daily brushing of the 
scalp. 
If you brush the scalp 
vigorously enough you will prob- 
ably. need no other tonic than an 
occasional oil rub before a sham- 
poo. 
Personally, I have no use for 
•wirehaired brushes, for even the 
.best makes 
irritate the scalp. 
There are various varieties of 
rubber cushioned brushes which 
have stiff 
bristles 
set 
widely 
apart. These 'have the advantage 
of being easy to clean, and bo- 
cause of the rubber cushion the 
bristles press firmly against the 
"scalp and give it a thoroughly 
good massage. But these do not 
cleanse the hair, and in my opin- 
ion a good brush must keep the 
hair clean, and must clean the 
scalp as well as stimulate it. Two 
kinds of bristles do this, 
stiff 
bristles set in tight little bunches, 
or bristles made of finely split 


i '• horn, also set in small bunches all 
over the brush. 
Sometimes the 
horn and the bristles are combin- 
ed. 
The advantage of horn Is 
that it keeps its stiffness, whpic- 
as everything but the best uqali- 
ty bristles goes soft after a cer- 
tain, amount of washing and of 
use.So with a good brush go over 
the scalp for five minutes every 
morning, and five

night. 'If you possess one of those 
. expensive dressing table sets you 
probably have two brushes and 
can give your scalp an invigorat- 
ing , double-quick massage, brush- 
ing it vigorously with both hands.

WICKERSHAM REPORT SAYS 


SLUM DISTRICTS BREEDING 


PLACE FOR MORE CRIMINALS

WASHINGTON,

A war against the slum sections 
of American cities—aimed at their 
abolition 
as breeding 
spots • of 


crime—wag 
suggested 
today 
by 


the twelfth Wickeraham report to 
President Hoover. 


The commission Itself, however, 


made no recomendations or sug- 
gestions. It 
merely appended to 


an 859-page two-volume report on 
the 'Causes of Crime," prepared 
by half a dozen experts, a brief 
statement saying it was unable 
to discuss the subject. 


One 
entire 
volume, however, 


was given over to an experts' re- 
port, setting forth figures to show 
that a steady stream of juvenile 
criminals was pouring from the 
disorganized areas of half a dozen 
cities studied. Conversely, It main- 
tained these same people, trans- 
planted 
to other sections, were 


led less often into crime. 


Accepting: 
these 
conclusions, 


Col, Henry W. Anderson of Rich- 
mond, Va., who wrote a report 
of his own, recommended to the 
president that there be "prompt 
and effective action to remove the 
slums in our cities and the under- 
privileged areas In the rural sec- 
tions." 


Reports 
by the other 
experts 


named as causes for the uprush 
of 
crime in the United States 


factors 
ranging from unpopular 


laws, unemployment and econom- 
ic depression to political corrup- 
tion, and police graft and dishon- 
esty. Prohibition 
and 
the drug 


traffic were mentioned indirectly 
but were not dwelt upon. 


Demand Makes Bootlegger* 


Morris 
Ploscowe, 
commission 


consultant, in an analysis of pub- 
lished literature on the causes of 
crime, asserted 
the activities of 


bootlegging gangs "would not be 
possible without the demand for 
Intoxicating liquors and the tre- 
mendous profits to be made In 
supplying it." 


Ploscowe said also the link be- 
tween politics and crime and the 
acceptance 
of 
protection 
money 


by the police probably could be 
traced in part to the attempt to 


enforce "laws not completely in 
accord with community -opinion." 
Miss Mary Van Kleeck, of the 


Russel 
Sage 
foundation, report- 


ed that a study of the Sing Sing 
prison 
records 
over 
10 vears 


showed the ranks of the unem- 
ployed 
produce 
-more 
criminals 
than the ranks of the employed. 
She 
suggested 
states 
establish 


more employment bureaus rather 
than prisons. 


In another phase of the study 


of Sing Sing, Ira 
De A. Reid, 


director of research of the 
Na- 


tional Urban league, found there 
were more 
negroes 
among the 


prisoners than was warranted by 
their proportion of the total pop- 
ulation. 


Juvenile Delinquency 


The main study submitted by 
the 
commission, 
however, 
was 
that prepared by Clifford R. Shaw 
and Henry D. McKay of the Be- 
havior Research fund of Chicago, 
dealing with juvenile delinquency. 


Taking the names of thousands 


of boys who had appeared before 
the Chicago and 
other juvenile 


courts over a number of years, 
the two. experts plotted the resi- 
dence of each upon a map of 
each city. Here are some of the 
conclusions they reported: 


That 
specific 
areas, 
usually 


bringing 
the 
business 
sections, 


produce by far the greatest num- 
ber of delinquents. 


That once a section becomes so 


characterized, it continues to uirn 
our large numbers of criminals 
each year. 


That of 8141 boys before the 


Chicago court, 43 per cent more 
became 
recidivists 
(repeaters) 


from the slum areas than from 
other sections, indicating the fac- 
tors "that make boys delinquent 
tend also to perpetuate their de- 
linquency." 


That when German and Irish 
Immigrants 
occupied 
these 
sec- 


tions the 
rates of delinquency 


were as high as at present, when 
the Italian, 
Polish and 
negroes 


dominate these 
areas, but that 


children of the former now ap- 
pear less often in court.

CUBAN REVOLUTION 


LEADER CAPTUREDs 
CLAIM REVOLT ENDS 


HAVANA. Aug. 15.—(*)—Captur- 
ed with 12 of his followers, former 
President Mario G. Menocal was 
en route to Havana today aboard 
a Cuban gunboat and the govern- 
ment claimed that the revolt which 
he led was nearing an end. 


With him wore Col. Carlos Men- 
rileta, grey-haired veteran of Cuba'a 
v. ar for Independence, and 11 of 
the island's most prominent citi- 
zens. 
They surrendered yesterdav 


to the commander of the gunboat 
Fernandez 
Quevedo after 
being 
surrounded bv government troops 
in the province of Pinar Del Rio. 
President 
Machado, leading 
a 


campaign of pacification in Santa 
Clara province against those who 
Bought the overthrow of his admin- 
istrartion, radioed orders that the 
insurgents wore to receive 
full 


courtesies 
of political prisoners, 


pending disposition of their cases. 
The surrender was viewed 
by 


government supporters as the turn- 
ing point of the seven-day revolu- 
tion which btgan 
last 
Sunday 


morning. 
Seventeen other rebels yielded in 


Pinar Del Ric province, but sharn 
fighting revolutionaries and gov- 
ernment troops continued in 
tilt 
Eastern part of the island even 
after the surrender of revolution- 
ary leaders in the western area.

from Rancho Veloz, Santa Ctara 
province, with eight soldiers killed 
and numerous casualties attending.
